The U. S. government 
is using the Henry Ford to quite an 
extent. The French make of cars 
are very good ones, such as the Peu- 
geot and Fiat. The railroads are very 
poorly equipped. They use freight 
cars for third class passenger ser- 
vice. It says on the outside of each 
one, 40 hommcs.or 8 cheveau, which 
means 40 men or 8 horses. 
These 


cars are regular side door Pullmans. 
They are divided into two compafl- 
ments and provided wilh benches 
and straw for the men to be 
as 


comfortable as possible. The cars 
are about the same size as Hobbins 
railroad and the engines are of a 
different shape than ours. They are 
about 30 years behind on them.

year when every parent and every

Every child with fever, especial- 


ly combined with sore throat, should 
L>e looted upon with suspicion un-

case. The child who is not sit-k 
enough to be confined to bed is like- 
ly to be more of a disease spreader 
than the ,\try sick child, because- 
he visits so many more places and 
plays with so many more children. 


Every parent and teacher should 


know the fundamental characteris- 
tics of scarli't fever. The onset 
is 


rapid. Vomiting, sore throat, head- 
ache, or fever may be the first symp- 
toms noted. KnliVe measles, the eyes 
are not watery nor congested in the 
beginning of the disease. The rash 
usually 
appears 
within 21 hours 


and is seen lirst on the neck anil 
upper part of the chest. It appears 
as fine sjxjts, evenly diffused 
and 


bright red. I-att-r the skin peels in 
scalt-s, flakes, or large pieces.

existing conditions. 


Implement Inspection and Repair Week will 


mark the end of a big drive for repair orders for 
machines to be used in the preparation of the seed 
bad and in seeding spring sown crops. The farm- 
er who does not make known his wants during 
that week or before will have only himself to 
blame if the parts he needs are not supplied in 
good season.

SPUD SITUATION 
WORST IN YEARS 


According to I- C. Corbelt, horti- 


culturist in charge of the horticul- 
lural and pomological investigations, 
bureau of plant industry, the pola!o 
situation al the present time is the 
worst it has been in years. He says 


11 that the psychological effect of the 
I'record breaking prices received by 
I • the growers for the potato crop last 
| year seems lo have convinced manj 


lhal similar prices should be ob- 
tained for Ihe 1917 crop. As a rcsul 
it is believed that large quantities of 
potatoes arc being held back 
for 


prices higher than the extent of the 
supply on hand justifies. 


This statcmcnl is amply subslan- 


• liated by the bureau of crop csti- 


', males* reports, in which it is shown 


: lhal the amount of stock on hand on 
January 1, 1918, has only been ex- 
ceeded on three former occasions, 
viz: 
1960-10, 1012-13 and 1914-15. 


I In each of these crop seasons men- 
tioned the price of potatoes to the 
consumer on January 1 wa* very 
much lower than on January 1,1918. 


'I also shows lhal Ihe price received 
by Ihe grower during April and May 
next following was extremely low. 
In fact, many localities during the 
spring of 1913 and 1015, following 
Ihe heavy crop seasons of 1912 and 
191-1, large quantities were allowed to 
rot in the storage cellars or were 
hauled out and dumped on the land 
or into streams, simply because there 
was no market for them al any price. 
A part of Ihis Irouble was clue lo the 
fuel lhal earlier in Ihe season the 
grower was not willing lo accept a 
reasonable price for his crop. It is 
believed lhal the same Icndency lo 
hold for higher prices lhan Ihe ex- 
lent of the crop justifies exists to- 
day. 
This belief is corroborated by 


the relative light movement of stock 
lo market. For example, during the 
period elapsing bclwcen December 
15, 1917, lo January 15, ISIS, Ihe av- 
crsge daily carlol movemenl has 
been less than 225 cars. 


This may all be true to a certain 


extent, but there arc two olher con. 


of cars. There were very few days 
in December or January when a far- 
mer would be justified in hauling po- 
latoes any great distance, and Ihere 
was hardly a time when the buyers 
did nol discourage Ihe bringing in of 
Ihcm, staling lhal it was impossible 
lo obtain enough cars lo handle any 
greal quantity.
